ALL RECORDS BROKEN 
BY CLIMBING MERCURY 


Four Deaths Reported and 
Numerous. Prostrations---At 
Fort Worth the Mercury 
Soared to 113 Mark and It 
Registered 115 Degrees at 
Natchez, Miss. 


Memphis, Tenn., August 18.—Four 
deaths, two at Little Rook, one at 
New Orleans and the other at Jackson, 
Miss., were caused today by the in- 
tenge heat wave which continues to 
hold this section of the south in its 
grasp. 

New records were created by the 
climbing mercury through Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas, and as yet little 
hope of relief is held out. The high- 
est the mercury reached here today 
was 94 degrees, and towards night a 

breeze afforded some relief, but it was 
only local. 

At Jackson a record-breaking mark 
of 105 degrees was eStablished, 5 de- 
grees hotter than vesterday and 7 de- 
@rees above the Mondavr mark. A 
negro was prostrated by the heat, and 
died in a shert time. 

Men and Antmals Dropped in Streets. 

A storm threatened the Little Rock 
territory last night, and some relief 
Was in sight. but owing to the intense 
dryness of the atmosphere it did not 
break. and today the mercury climbed 
26. 161: Harrison Martin and Ike 
Worth were prostrated. and later died. 
Horses and mules dropped in the 
streets under the burning rays of the 
sun. 

Starting at the 190 mark at noon, 
the cfficial thermometer at Natchez, 
Miss.. soared to 105 at 3 o'clock and 
at 1:15 p. m. it registered 115 degrees 
in the sun. The suffering was intense. 

At Shreveport, La., 
116 degrees was recorded, and nrivate 
thermometers showed three degrees 
above this.

Hottest Ever at Jackson. 

Jackson, Miss., August 18.—Today 
goes on record as the hottest ever ex- 
perienced here, Observer Hintz re- 
porting 105 degrees... That is five de- 
grees hotter than yesterday, and seven 
degrees warmer than Monday. The 
wife of Marshall Levy, a negro, was 
prostrated by the heat about noon and 
died in a short while. Nb other pros- 
trations are reported. 

Vieksburg Still Swelters. 

Vicksburg, Miss., August 18.—Vicks-

‘Sete Ever at Moblile. 
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President Says That the|_ 
‘ Tax Will Stick. 


He Is Not Disturbed Over Re- 
ports That Fight Will Be 
Made on Constitutionality of 
Corporation Tax---Forecast of 
Message to Congress. 


Reverly, Mass., August 18.—Reports 
which are reaching Beverly daily 
from Washington and New York, that 
the’ constitutionality of the new cor- 
poration tax is to be tested just as 
soon as an effort is made to collect 
it, have not disturbed President Taft. 
The president declared that they all 
were anticipated. 

Mr. Taft, himself a lawyer of some 
eminence and father of the corpora- 
tion tax idea, is thoroughly, convinced 
that the tax will stand aay test that 
may be applied to it. Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham, a corporation law- 
ver of note, and Senator Root collab- 
orated on the corporation tax provi- 
sion of the tariff bill and the measure 
as enacted, they believe, will survive 
any attempt to nullify !t. 

Foreeast of Message. 

Attorney General Wickersham ;

but the prospect of litigation ‘over the 
corporation tax has fiothing to do 
with the visit. Mr. Wickersham has 
some pardon cases updn which he 
desires the president to act, and he 
wants also to go over with Mr. Taft 
a few of the preliminaries ‘tn 
the plan for the reorganization 
of the duttes of the mterstate com- 
merce commission; the. amendment of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, and 
bringing interstate corporations more 
definitely under the e¢dntrol of -one 
branch of the government. 

These subjects will be the principal 
recommendations in the president's 
message to congress next -December. 

In his speech of acceptance, 
inaugural wddress and during his cam- 
paign tours, President Taft definitely 
committed himself to the so-called 
“Roosevelt policies” and declared that 
the principal aim of his administra- 
tion would be to establish the neces- 
sary machinery to enforce these 
laws. 

Machinery Not Adequate. 
According to Mr. T&aft’s view, the 
machinery to oe the laws on the 

statute books is now fmadequate. He 
believes that the. interstate cammerce 
commission is so over-erowded with 
werk that the long delay incident fo 
its investigations and decisions under 
existing conditions work a hardship 
alike to the railroads and complain- 
ants with grievances. He believes 
that the commission ought to be re- 
lieved of its jurisdiction as an exec- 
utive, directing body and _ that its 
functions. should be limited to the 
quasi-judicial investigation of com- 
plaints made by individuals. 

The president also believes that 
Sherman anti-trust law, as 
it stands today, there is much to in- 
legitimate business, but 
that by amendment it can be made 
an effective and just instrument. 

To bring about a coalition of the law 
departments of the various government 
departments which have to deal with 
railroads and other interstate corpora- 
tions, and “trusts,’”’ so as to permit 
of quick and decisive action in cases 
of offense against the statutes, is an- 
other of thé®tasks which the presi- 
dent has set himself to. 

Rather Mysterious Visit. 

The president received a rather 
mysterious visit today from Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Norton, who 
was accompanied by Charles G. Dawes, 
former comptroller of the currency, 
and now president of the Central 
Trust Company, of Chicago, neither of

DOG ON PASSING SHIP 
SCENTED THE CASTAWAY 


Pierson Tells of the Horrors of 
27 Hours Without Food, 
Drink or Sleep---“By Golly, 
Thought I Was a Goner,” 
Said Pierson as He Took a 
Drink. 


New Yerk, August 18.—‘“By golly, T 
thought I was a goner,” said Madden 
Pierson, the missing seaman of the 
wrecked schooner Arlington, when he 
was picked up today by the fishing 
schooner Irene and Mary, after hav- 


tng drifted without food, drink ~ or 


sleep for twenty-seven hours on a 
crazy raft of Wshed spars. Then he 
took a long pull from the captain's 
flask, swallowed a cup of piping hot 
coffee and turned in without further 
comment. Not until he awoke from 
a scund sleep did he complete his nar- 
rative. 
Deg Seented the Castaway. 

Whilé Pierson was rolled up in 
blankets below, Captain Ericsson, of 
the Irene and Mary, was making 
something of a hero of “Sport,” a 
black, curly-haired spaniel, the 
schooner’s mascot. For an hour be- 
fore the rescue Sport had been snuff- 
ing the windward air, pawing the rai! 
and yelping excitediy. Puzzled by the 
dog’s behavipr, the captain kept a 
sharp lookout, and when he saw what 
looked like a buoy slipped from its 
moorings, he headed the schooner for 
it immediately. Soon he could make 
out with the afd of his glasses the 
figure of -a-man.waving his undershirt. 
It was Pierson, 

Washed Ovgrbonrd by Comber. 

Refreshed, fed and in dry clothes, 
Pierson told his story. He is a Swede, 
with a big mustache, and is 48 years 
old. 

“IT had just 
Out to us by 
saidy ‘when I was 
by a comber. 

“When I got my head out of the 
smother of foam I saw a bit of drift- 
ing near me. There were iron bolts 
on it and loose ands of cordage. With 
those I lashed myself fast, leaving 
play enough so that I could stand 
erect and wave my shirt. I knew I 
was rapidly being carried to sea. 

“All day Tué€sday I shouted and 
waved my flag. All last night I fought 
off sleep and the numbing cold. Six- 
teen vessels, one a revenue cutter, 
passed me, bunt I could not attract 
their attention. I was often out of 
sight in the trough of the seas. 

Neo Schooner Ever Looked So Good. 

“At last I could see by the way the 
Irene and Mary changed her course 
the TIookout sighted me. I have been 
a sailor for twenty-two years, but no 
schooner ever looked so good to me 
as the Trene and Mary beating up to 
windward.” 

When.the schooner’s dory took Pier- 
son aboard he was almost too weak 
to stand and too stiff to sit down. 
His rescue 10 miles off Atlantic High- 
lands, where the Arlington went ashore 
early Tuesday morning, accounts in 
full for her captain. and crew of nine, 
now all safe ashore, though the 
schooner herself is an abandoned hulk.

The concentration of warships of 
various powers at Crete indicates the 
seriousness with which the European 
nations regard the situation which has 
arisen between Turkey and Greece in 
respect td the island. The Turks are 
determined to maintain their suzerain- 
ty over Crete, whieh is menaced by the 
desire of the majority ,of the Cretans 
for union with Greece. Turkish rule 
in Crete is guaranteed Great 
Britain, France, Russia and Italy, and 
these powers have assured the sublime 
their intention of maintain-

porte of 
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ing its rule there. Turkey, 
suspects Greece, despite the latter's 
protestations of innocence, of foment- 
ing rebeilion against the Turkish rule 
in Crete. Recéntly the troops of the 
pour powers evacuated the 
deeming it no longer necessary to 
maintain garrison there, in view of the 
new liberal regtme in Turkey. Almost 
immediately the Greek flag was raised 
over the fortress of Canea, the main 
town of Crete, and at other places. 
‘This act offended the Turkish govern- 
ment, and protestations. backed by 
movements of Turkish troops, were

Italy followed guit with the 
erufser Giovanni Bausan and six other 
vessels, and France also got its ships 
under wev. Crete, which is aiso call- 
ed Candia, has been a bone ot conten- 
tion for centuries. It lies in the Medi- 
terranean south of Greece and is con- 
sidered the . most southerly. part of 
Furope. Trouble over Crete caused 
the Greco-Turkish war in 189%, in 
which the Greeks were badly beaten.

Canea, Island of Crete, August 18.— 
A well-directed shot fired by one of 
the parties of bluejackets landed 
early this morning from the inter- 
national squadron anchored in Canea 
harbor, brought down the flag staff 
of the Canea fort, and with it the 
Greek flag that has threatened to 
bring about war betWeen. Turkey and 
Greece. 

A combined landing party, com- 
posed of detachments from the ships 
of the four protecting powers, was 
sent ashore before sunrise today,. and 
the task of removing the. Hellenic 
emblem was carried out in a. few 
minutes, without any attempt at in- 
terference on the part of the islanders. 

Cretan gendarmes have been post- 
ed throughout Canea to maintain or- 
der. 

Four warships of the protecting 
powers, Great Britain, Russia, Italy 
and France, assembled in Canea har- 
bor yesterday afternoon, their pres- 
ence being an outcome of the diffi- 
culty that has arisen between Greece 
and Turkey since the evacuation and 
an indication of the purpose of the 
powers to maintain the status quo. 

Yesterday the foreign consuls at 
Canea notified the Cretan government 
that the Greek flag would be hauled 
down this morning, and they warned 
the government that .| irreparable 
consequenges would follow any at- 
tack made on the international land- 
ing party. 

On receipt of this warning, the 
Cretan authorities issued .an appeal 
to the people not to obstruct in any 
way the action of the powers. 

The action of this morning means 
that the protecting powers have re- 
turned to the island, and the situa- 
tion is ag&in much as it was befor; 
July 27.

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SMALL SHOWS 
CAUSE DISEASE 


So Declares Dr, Wolff, Pres- 
ident of the Board of 
Health, 


TO REGULATE SANITATION 


OF THE SMALL THEATERS 


Both Dr. Wolff and Dr. Van- 
Dyke, of Police Board, De- 
clare That Disease Germs 
Are Spread in Theaters 
That Have. Poor Ventila- 


tion. 


The board of health Is after some of 
the moving picture theaters and, unless 
something is done to improve the vénti- 
lation and purify the atmosphere, cases 
may be made against the proprietors 
in the recorder’s court. 

It is stated by Dr. Bernard Wolff, 
president of the board of health, and 
Dr. A. H. VanDyke, a member of the 
police board, that some of the rooms 
in which moving picture shows are 
given are breeding places for disease. 

Dr. Wolff is particularly strong in 
his cricitism of some of the small 
theaters, which he claims are not well 
ventilated and are daily scattering dis- 
ease germs. 

Dr. Wolff says he has held a con- 
ference with the city attorney with a 
view of having an ordinance drawn up 
which will compe! the moving picture 
theaters to be well ventilated and to 
be kept clean. 

Views of Health Board President. 

“I have only partially looked into the 
matter,” states the president of the 
health board, “but I know enough to 
feel convinced that unless something 
is done to improve the sanitary condi- 
tions of the small theaters in the city 
such places will cause a iot of sick- 
ness. I have seen places that have 
been made out of small rooms.- that 
have both e: ds closed up so that fresh 
air cannot circulate. These places are 
not kept clean. Mén are allowed to 
spit on the floors and dirt and dust 
accumulates. The small electric fans 
only keep the impure air moving 
about. but do not get rid of it. In 
other words, unless there is plenty of 
fresh air, the fans keep bad and foul 
air moving so that the air one person 
breathes is fanned into the lungs of 
some one else. I cannot conceive of 
a more insanitary condition. In this 
day and time when medical science is 
doing all it can to prevent the spread 
of disease germs to stop contagion 
such places should not 
exist and I believe the 
will back me up in my 
the small theaters 
healthy. I will have an _ ordinance 
drawn up by the city attorney which 
will prescribe regulations so that the 
small theaters will be forced to 
proper ventilation and be thoroughly 
cleaned up each day. In some of the 
theaters people are kept closely con- 
fined in foul air for over an hour.” 
Thinks Dr, Wolff is Right. 

VanDyke, both as a physician 
of the police board, 
wil! urge as strongly as Dr. Wolff that 
some measures be adopted to keep the 
small theaters ventilated and clean. 

Some of the small theaters, it is said, 
are well ventilated, and it is only 
against those that ere poorly ventli- 
lated and that are not kept clean that 
proceedings’ will be taken.

Lieutenant Sutton was then or- 
dered under by his senior offt- 
cer, but that Lieutenant Utley failed to 
obey such order, and ran away to his 
(Sutton’s) tent, threatening to shoot 
present, and armed himself with 
28-caliber revolvers: that 7 
tenant Sutton, having possessed 
self of two revolvers,” ran 
threatening all who came In sight, 
after first defving his senior officer, 
Lieutenant Utley, and the officer of 
the guard, Lieutenant Bevan, who had 
also ordered him under arrest: that 
Lieutenants Utley and Roelker§ and 
Sergeant DeHart followed Tieutenant 
Sutton from the camp, after his breach 
of arrest, and came on him in the road 
leading from the barracks to the naval 
academy grounds, near the scene of 
the previous fight, and Lieutenant Ut- 
ley and Sergeant DeHart tried to per- 
suade him (Sutton) to disarm: that 
Lieutenant Sutton broke away on héear-

Mra. Sutton Refuses to Talk. 

Mrs. Sutton refused to see all news- 
paper representatives who called at 
her apartment this afternoon after 
the announcement of the findings. She 
did this upon advice of her counsel, 
Mr. wavis. 

When shown the report of the court 
of inquiry, Mr. Davis, attorney for Mrs. 
Sutton, said: 

“The judge advocate’s handling of 
the case is fitly supplemented by the 
court’s action, which makes the inquiry 
a mere curtain-raiser to the perform- 
ance.” 

Mr. Davis asked to be excused from 
making any statement as to the future 
course that may be followed in this 
case. 

It is almost certain that Mrs. Sut- 
ton and Mrs. Parker will bend evesy 
effort to have congress make an in- 
vestigation of the case.

Washington, August 18,—During the 
last twelve years, the period covering 
the administration of Secretary of 


Agriculture James Wilson, the agri- 
cultural balance of trade in the United 
States increased from a yearly aver- 
age of $234,000,000 to $411,000,000, or 
75.7 per cent, according to the de- 
partment’s year-book just made 
public, | 

This wonderful development is only, 
in keeping with the progress which 
has been made along all lines of agri. 
cultural activity. 

“So increasingly disposed has been 
the public to ask and receive the aid 
of the department, and so large have 
been the new flelds assigned to !ft by 
congress,” says Mr. Wilson, in a re- 
sume of his work, “that the number of 
employees has increased enormously. 
On July |, 187, 2,444 persons were em- 
ployed, and eleven years later, in 1!908, 
the number was 10,420, or over four 
times as many.” 

Although there has been a decreas- 
ing production per acre of what was 
only recently virgin soil, there was an 
increased production per acre of the 
entire ceuntry. The vield per acre of 
cotton during the ten years ending 
with t906 was from a mean of !172 
pounds per acre during the preceding 
ten years to a mean of 198! pounds, or 
it .per cent increase. Other, crops 
have kept pace with cotton.

Chicago, Auguste 18.—Ten persons 
were injured today and six others had 
narrow escapes tonight, when 250 feet 
of the Twelfth street bridge over the 
river and viaduct collapsed. It was 
thought at first that several had been 
killed, but workmen digging in the 
ruins until late tonight had not found 
any bodies. 

The bridge was closed on its west 
approach for construction ‘work on 
the railroad viaduct underneath. The 
accident occurred just after a street 
car stopped part way across the bridge 
and thirty passengers had alighted to 
walk over the dangerous portion to 
get another car. The passengers were 
hurrying in a huddled group, when 
there was a loud rumbling and a 
crash, and the footway sank beneath 
them, carrying many of them to the 
pits below. 

Many escaped By climbing to side 
timbers. These, with the car crews, 
began the work of rescue, and most 
of the injured were taken out before 
the police ambulance came. Several 
were found with legs and arms broken 
and internal injuries.

ISOLA TION. 


What: cotton: is to middle and south Georgia, cereals And fruit above be 
to the mountain counties of north Georgia. The possibilities of wealth from 
———= | these sources, and frém the abundant timberland and mineral interests of 
Ttnat section © of the state has never been estimated. 

The boyndary-barriers of the mountains and the intervening difficult and 
mountainous territory tiave made this section the abiding place of the purest 
Anglo-Saxon stock on the continent. 

But these conditions, by isolating the inhabitants from the: brisker tides 
of civilization, depriving them. really of all’ save the most primitive means 
of transportation, have thrown development back many decades as contrasted 
with other portions of the state. / 

‘Sixty-three miles‘across the mountains in the counties of Fannin, Union, 
Towns and Rabun is a region with natural riches hardly suspected by its 
own people; yet, with\the exception of Blue Ridge, on the west frontier, and 
Clayton, on the east, there is not a mile of railroad in this vast stretch of 
‘splendid country. 

The sturdy citizens of these mountain-buttressed counties have waxeried 
to their isolated contiition and the necessity for a remedy. Headed by Pres- 
ident J. A. Sharp, of Young Harris college, they have outlined tentatively 
a feasible project that promises to make isolation a thing. of the past and 
to introduce the advance agents of development into this now remote ter- 
ritory. 

The plan is to run a continuous highway straight from Blue Ridge, in 
Fannin county, en the west, through the intervening counties of Union and 
Towns to Clayton, in Rabun county, on the east, At Blue Ridge the thorough- 
fare would tap the Louisville and Nashville road, and at Clayton it would 
meet the Tallulah Falls branch of the Southern, Thus the inhabitants of all 
these four counties would be at once put in convenient touch with the out- 
side world, and the outside world, in turn, given access to a region hereto- 
fore secluded. 

As related elsewhere, mass meetings looking to this end have already 
been held at Blue Ridge and Hiawassee, and a series of similar meetings are 
planned during the next few weeks. Many of the most prominent citizens of 
that section have manifested a willingness to cooperate in bond issues and 
in road-building forees maintained in common. 

It is this section of Georgia, more than any other, tuat calls for that con- 
certed action between counties so often urged by The Constitution. No 
single one of these four counties, in all likelihood, would care to undertake 
the expense of a gang of road-building convicts. Jointly they could maintain 
one large force, which, working one county at a time, and under the super- 
vision of a competent road-building engineer, would soon compass these 
difficult mountain readways and make the interconnecting thoroughfare a 
speedy reality. 

As hundreds of tourists can bear witness, such a project would make 
this beautiful portion of Georgia virtually a recreation resort fér the entire 
state, and for other states as well. The stimulating efrect upon the wealth 
and interests of the counties themselves and their people is simply ines- 


‘timable. ' \ ’ 


The Constitution regards the movement now on foot as one of the most 
unique and constructive efforts in the history of Georgia.

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TARIFF TROUBLES YET TO COME. 


The republican administration apparently has somewhat of a mastodon 
on its hands in the new tariff bill but recently made effective by presidential 
approval. 

In the corporation tax congress has legislated the nation into what will 
soon become a large-sized and lengthy lawsuit, founded both upon the alleged 
inherent illegality of the tax itself, and also upon ‘ts too apparent discrimi- 
nation between persons of the same class, differing only in the possession 
or non-possession of state charters. 

If the corporation tax. was enacted because the a silhseneat needs the 
money, it will have to wait a long time for it, besides standing the. chance 
of not getting it at all. , 

But the corporation tax lawsuit is not all. The keenest diplomacy will 
have to be called into play in directing the operations of the maximum and 


warfare with some of the nations affected; © ° 

Already Germany and France, as the true intent and ‘oohodt of the new 
tariff law dawns upon them gradually, are. beginning to display uneasiness, 
and are devoting attention and thought to possible retaliatory measures. - 

For example, under the provisional agreement with Germany, which ex- 
pires in February, 1910, the United States enjoy certain trade concessions 
which Germany grants to other nations. Wtth the expiration of that agree- 
ment and the withdrawal of those concessions, the new tariff law provides 
that the maximum schedule shall be enforced against that country. 
Three courses are then open to Germany: She may accept the situation 
resignedly: she may surrender her position and continue to extend the 
present concessions, or she may adopt retaliatory laws, which would have 
serious effect on American trade with that nation. 
The situation as it is viewed in Germany, where many express the view 
that the American tariff law was: aimed particularly at that country, is pre- 
sented in brief in the following extract from a Berlin cable to The New 
York Times: 

Conflicting infi@ences are at work to sway the imperial government’s de- 
cision. The influential Frankfurter Zeitung, the organ of trade circles. ad- 
monisheagene gavernment that in spite of everything it must somehow reach 
an agreement which will, at least, secure the American minimum tariff for 
German exports. The Agrarians, on the other hand, are warning Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg that the success of his newly-begun career as imperial chancel- 
lor will be determined by his course in the present case, urging him to show a 
firm front in dealing with the yankees’ exorbitant demands. He jis told to re- 
member the Bismarck maxim, that~“‘political friendships are not to be bought 


with economic concessions.” A section of the non-Agrarjan press is equally 
belligerent, and openly speculates on the possibility of an early tariff war. 


The German situation as respects our new tariff, however, is only one 
of many. There are other nations more or less similarly involved, and when 
the maximum and minimum law gets busy, all sorts of trade complications 
may be expected. 

With a corporation tax lawsuit on the one hand and numerous possible 
international trade disputes on the other, the administration will scarcely rest 
on any tariff bed of roses for some time to come.

THE CZAR OF THE OTHER TRUSTS. 


Are we destined to have a czar of all trusts in this country, a mam- 
moth, overshadowing corporation which shall bind the other monopolies 
to its chariot and drag them about as mercilessly to its will as the 
ordinary trust is assumed to do with the public? 

At least one man in this country is of that opinion, and he gives pfaus- 
ible reason for his convictions. It is Gifford Pinchot, the father of con- 
servation in America, and the. individual who knows more about forest 
preservation and water power than any one else in the nation. He declared 
at the. recent irrigation congress at \Spokane that we were threatened by 
just this sort of monopoly-of-monopolies. 

Mr. Pinchot based his prediction on the assumption that tremendous in- 
terests are gradually moving for the absolute control of water power in 
America, adding that ‘‘in power there is life and the po\-er trust will event- 
tially control all other trusts.’’ He had previously expréssed the same views 
in private conversation in Atlanta some months ago. 

It is easy to see how the hypothesis of Mr. Pinchot will work out in 
actual practice. The definition of the chief forester is incontestible. ‘‘Power 
IS life’’ and the concern that controls the power of the country may dictate 
terms ad libitum to large and small industries. 

The development of water powers in America is only-in its infancy. In 
Georgia alone we are using hardly a sixth of the power available from this 
source, When water power is developed to its ultimate possibilities, it is 
not ‘an idle assertion that the majority of the industries of the country, a 
large percentage of the municipalities and street railways will eperate with 
power derived from falling water. 3 

It is tnevitable that with the coming of such a day, the cost of power 

originated from coal will be largely regulated by the cost of the oe 
power. ‘ 

In other words, the steam-driven factory or electric light plant will de- 
termine its charges largely upon the basis of the — laid down by the 


} water power companies. 


Now, Mr. Pinchot claims, and’ ie has authority for his statement, that

PEAR SHIPPERS HIT 
BY ADVANCE IN RATES 


Transportation Charges Are 
Advanced and Fruit Men’s 
Profits Vanish. 


Valdosta, Ga., August 18.—(Spectal.) 
The pear shippers from this city have 
been hit heavily this season by an ad-' 
vance in freight rates from here to 
the New York market. 

Practically the entire crop from this 
point is shipped in barrels by express 
to Savannah, where the shipments are 
turned over to the Atlantic Coast Line 
Dispatch freight Mne to New “York. 
Heretofore the rate per barrel has 
been $1.24 per barrel. ‘This season the 
rate was increased to $2.23 or 98 cents 
per barrel more, The increase, in many 
cases, wiped out the profit on the’ ship- 
ments and ieft the shippers without 
any return for: their friut. 

It appears that formerly the rate 
of $1.24 was on the barrel, but this 
season it was claimed that the rate 
should be $1.24 per 100 pounds, all of

Governor Brown has. decided-to pur- 
chase for the state the 87% acres of 
land near Chattanooga upon which 
former Governor Smith secured op- 
tions, with a view to its future use for 


, terminals for the Western and Atlantic 


railroad, the property of the state. 

There are three tracts of land in- 
cluded in this purchase, one of 40 
acres at $40,000, one of 30 acres at 
$15,000, and one of 17% acres at 
$14,000. Upon one of these tracts the 
option expires tomorrow, and it was 
necessary, therefore, that action be 
taken promptly. 

Under the resolution passed by the 
general assembly, by a large majority 
in both houses, this purchase was 
finally left in the discretion of Gov- 
ernor Brown, and he did not decide 
to make the purchase which will take 
$69,000 from the treasury without first 
having an investigation made of it. 

At the request of Governor Brown, 
J. L. Dickey, of Atlanta, went to Chat- 
tanooga and made an investigation of 
this property. 

According to Mr. Dickey’s report, 
while it did not meef all the condi- 
tions which might be desired for ter- 
minal property, it is valuable land, is 
worth the price asked, and the state 
will have no trouble at any time in 
getting its money back, should it de- 
sire to dispose of it. 

One of the objections raised is that 
the smaller tract, triangular in shape, 
is almost wholly disconnected from 
the other two pleces; another is that 
a public road passes through the prop- 
erty right at the side of the road’s 
right of way, a fact which might in- 
volve some difficulties in the use of 
the property for terminal tracts. 

In view, however, of the facts that 
the former governor had practically 
committed the state to the purchase 
of the land; that the legislature 
passed the resolution by a large ma- 
jority in both houses, and that it can 
not involve any loss to the state, Gov- 
ernor Brown, following his approval 
of the resolution, decided to close the 
options and purchase the property.

The trial of the young couple in the 
Hapeville court caused a wave of in- 
dignation to rise among their. Atlanta 
friends, and the warrants, the inci- 
dents leading up to which happened in 
the early part of July, followed. 

Arrested Man and Wife. 

T. D. Laws, head chemist for Jacobs’ 
Pharmacy and well known in Atlanta, 
and his pretty young wife were the 
parties in the sensational case. 

Mr. and Mrs. Laws came to Atlanta 
from Philadelphia, 
married last October. Sunday was 
Mrs. Laws’ birthday and she and her 
husband decided to spend the after- 
noon in the cool woods near Hape- 
ville, where they thought they would 
he unmolested. 

After getting off the car, the young 
couple sought a cool spot. After eat- 
ing their lunch. they lounged in the 
shade and talked, perchance, of their 
courtship, as only lovers do.

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For the killing of EB. G. Williams, 
Donald M. Bain, for many years one 
of the best known citizens of Atlanta, 
goes on trial for his life in the crim- 


inal division of the superior court at 
9 o'clock this morning. ~ 

Believing that more than one whole 
day's session will be occupied by the 
trial, Solicitor General Hill has set no 
other cases for either today or to- 
morrow. A special venire of seventy- 
five men, in addition to the four pan- 
els already in service, has been drawn 
and it is believed by many that even 
this number. will not be sufficient. 
The business and social prominence 
of both parties, it is pointed out, will 
make it difficult to find men compe- 
tent to serve. 

Williams was shot by Bain in the 
Prudential building on the evening 
of June 29, following some words be- 
tween the two relative to a note left 
on Bain'’s desk. Bain, it is said, be- 
lieved that Williams wrote the note 
and accused him of so doing. Wil- 
liams denied the accusation. There 
were no eyewitnesses to the shooting, 
Charles Beardsley, the only party 


in| 


time, had his back 
turned when the fatal shots were 
fired. Bain, it is said, fired four 
times, all of the bullets taking effect. 
Williams died almost instantly. 

At the coroner’s inquest, held the 
following day, several physicians who 
examined Williams’ body testified, 
both for the defense and the state. 
It is believed that the testimony of 
these men will play the most import- 
ant parts in the trial. From the loca- 
tion of the bullet wounds opinion as 
to Williams’ position at the time the 
shots were fired differs. And around 
the question as to whether he was 
facing Bain or in the opposite direc- 
tion the battle between the attorneys 
for the state and the defense will be 
ward, it is believed. 

It is doubtful if in the history of 
the superior court a case in which 
there was more wide-spread interest 
has ever been tried. For many years 
Bain has numbered his friends here

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STAMPEDE OF SHORTS 
: FORCES WHEAT UP 


September Delivery Advanced 
.Nearly Three Cents Above 
Low Point of Day. 


Chicago, August 18.—A stampede 
among shorts in the wheat pit today 
forced the price of the September de- 
livery nearly three cents above the 
low point of the session. The market 
closed strong, with prices showing net 
gains of 1% to 1% to 2%. Coarse 
grain and provisions also closed strong. 

Congestion in the September de- 
livery was the feature of trading in 
the wheat pit. This condition of af- 
fairs was largely responsible for an 
advance of 2%c in the price of the 
September option and for a bulge of 
16@1% to 1% @2 per cent in the more 
deferred months, although fresh crop 
damage reports from the northwest 
helped along the advance. A leading 
elevator interest fs credited with hold- 
ing an enormous line of the Septem- 
ber delivery, and additional purchases 
by this concern during the day started 
lively covering by shorts, which’ re- 
sulted in radical advances on several 
occasions. A report from Minneanolis 
claiming that the recent hot weather 
in the northwest had damaged the 
wheat crop of North Dakota to the 
extent of 25,000,000 bushels was an- 
other source of anxiety to the shorts. 
The market was also bullishl« affected 
by an advance of % to ld at Liver- 
pool, and by a fresh advance in corn 
prices. During the day the September 
delivery ranged between 99% and 
102%, while December sold between 
96% @96% and 98%. The close was

BOOKER WASHINGTON 
SPEAKS AT LOUISVILLc 


Declares Greater Part of Ne- 
groes’ Progress Has Been 
in the South. 


Louisville, Ky., August 18.—A sketch 
of what the American negro has done 
since his emancipation in 1863 and a 
suggestion that the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of that emancipation be _ cele- 
brated in 1913, were the features of 
Dr. Booker T. Washington's address 
| before the National Negro Business 
League at its tenth annual meeting 
in this city tonight. 

He spoke of the material progress 
made by the negro in the acquisition 
of property and business. 

“Our work is not yet done,” he 
added. ‘The years that: are to come 
are to bring us, in my opinion, even 
larger degree of success and encour- 
agement. And the greater part of this 
progress has taken place in the south- 
ern states, right in the midst of the 
people who once owned our bodies. 
Here, let me add, this growth could 
not have taken place until we had had 
in each of these. southern communi- 
ties, not a few white men who be- 
lieved in us, and stood by us, stimu- 
lated and encouraged us. ‘
